GENOA; April 20.—Facing five hundred newspaper representatives of practically all the world 
nations, Mr. Lloyd George today, after announcing that the Germans would accept the conditions im- 
posed by the allies concerning the Russo-German treaty and that the Soviet’s reply on the gencral 
Russian question would be such as to permit of further hopeful negotiations, declared his unshakable 


conviction that the Genoa conference would prove a great success,

‘‘Such a pact,’’ he explained with vigor. ‘‘is an essential to the favorable issue of this confer- 
ence; without it, I believe, the conference will be a failure.’ 
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Clearing fhe Air 


His first words gave disappotnt- 
ment—-"I came not to make a speech, 
but rather to answer questions and, 
so clear up misunderstandings,” he 
said, but immediately added: "God is 
in his heaven, and the conference at 
Genoa etill lives and is going strong. 
The public may be said to be divided 
into two categories—those who want 
to see the conference succeed and 
those who want to see it go down in 
defeat. But the latter will not seo 
their desire crowned. We are work- 
ing through our difficulties ‘quite 
successfully.” 

The prime minister then made the 
announcement that the differences 
growing out of the signing of a separ- 
ate Russo-German accord would be 
overcome, and later he made it clear 
that ‘he had good reason to believe the 
German delegates were preparing to 
accept the suggestions laid down in 
the note sent them by the allied rep- 
resentatives. In it were specific con- 
ditions that the Germans would bé 
expected ‘not to sit on the--commis- 
«ions which will henceforth deal with 
Russian questions, because the Ger- 
mans had already settled their affairs, 
with Ruagia outside the conference. / 

The meeting of the premier and 
newspapermen was then thrown open 
to Questions, with the understanding 
ahat all should be submitted in writ- 
ing. This announced curbed the en- 
thusiasm of some who seemed pre- 
pared to submit the British leader to 
@ grilling crom-examination. 


Premier Answers Questions 

The first question was: “Why does 
Dr. Rathenau say you knew all about 
the Russo-German treaty in ad- 
vance?” 

“T don't know whether Rathenau 
said that or not,’ came back the pre- 
mier, with amazing quickness, ‘Cer- 
tainly he did not say it to me. If he 
did, ft would have been absolutely un- 
true; I knew nothing about the treaty 
umdl I met my colleagues on the way 
to the afternoon meeting.” 

Mr. Lloyd George emphasized that 
everybody was.on an equal footing at 
Genoa, and that the Germans had a 
place on the commisslons which were 
to discuss the accord affecting Russia 
and all nations.

The next question was: “Does the 
prime minister think that the Russo- 
German treaty represented a deliber- 
ate attempt to wreck the conference?” 

To this Mr. Lioyd George replied: 
“Whatever we may think about the 
accord, I do not think it was negotia- 
ted with the idea of wrecking the 
conference.”

The next query awoke the primo 
minister from the wearlnets whica 
marked ‘his bearing from the firet of 
the interview. Hig yoice was now 
clear and resonant and carried to 
every corner, where his auditora wero 
striving not to lose a word—-“What 
kind of people don’t Iike the Genoa 
conference ?” 

“Quarrelsome people,’ he exclaim- 
ed with an impressive gesture, “who 
like to keep up hatreds between na- 
tions and who rejoice at seeing con- 
fiicts arise,”

GENOA, April 20.—The economic conference was tonight without a 
definite settlement of the Russo-German incident, after a day given over | 
to private conversations, conferences between the Germans and Russians | 
and all sorts of ententes and a great assembly of the world's press, called 


% by Premier Lloyd George, who addressed the newspaper representatives of 


forty nations and announced that the Germans would accept the conditions 
imposed by tho allies and that the Russian attitude toward the London 
experts’ report would be such that further negotiations would be possible. 

After Mr. Lioyd George made his statement, the Germans announced | 
that they were still considering their reply to the note of the big and little’ 
ententes denying them admission to discussions of the Russian question | 
unless the Russo-German treaty was rescinded, or at least amended and; 
approved by the conference. 

The Germans are said to be divided in their delegation. This is the 
reason for their delay in coming to a decision for submission to the allies, , 
The Russians have also withheld official publication of their reply to the| 
London experts’ report, which had been promised for. today, 

In short, the day closed with no definite advance over the position of 
the previous day, but with a general feeling that the Germans will take an 
attitude which will make the situation easier and pave the way for a ews!

In other words, 

the board would have to go into 

open competition with the grain 

dealing companies, bid against 

them for the farmer’s wheat, and 

must depend for justification and 

usefulness upon being able to cut 

down the expense of handling 

wheat and upon being able to out- 

guess the dealers as to what wheat 

could be re-sold for in future, 

It is held that to give the board 
compulsory powers would be an 
infringement upon the authority 
of the Provinces, and a negation 
of the rights of the individual far- 
mer to sell to whom he _ pleases. 
The former is a point for the law- 
yers to decide, but the latter is 
plain enough to anybody. It is 
assumed in civilized countries to 
be an inherent right of every man 
to sell the product of his labor 
and enterprise for what he can 
get for it and to whoever offers 
him the biggest price. That prin- 
ciple was set aside during the 
war, and for war purposes, when 
a wheat board was constituted 
with power to confiscate every 
bushel of wheat grown in the 
country and pay as little for it as 
it chose, The thing was not justi- 
fiable, when no corresponding 
limit was set upon the earnings of 
men who were not farmers; and 
the farmers of Canada lost mil- 
lions because it was done. But 
because an unjustifiable thing 
was done once, to the farmer’s 
loss, is the poorest of all reasons 
why it should be done again—also 
to his probable loss, 

As between the two, the wheat 
grower stands to fare better 
under peace time conditions if of- 
fered the services of a wheat 
board with voluntary powers than 
if placed in the grip of a board 
with compulsory powers. What- 
ever its powers, a wheat board 
cannot dictate the price that the 
foreign buyer of Canadian wheat 
is to pay. It will have to take 
what he is willing to pay. If the 
wheat board is able to pay the 
grower more than a dealer pays
